John Grabowski 
Killed In Mine 
At Michel 


Coleman Old-timer, 
John Johnston 
Passes Feb. 10 


Coroner L. F. Cheston of Natal, 
B. C., announced an inquest into 
the death of John Grakowski, 41- 
year-old Coleman miner, who was 
killed Thursday at a Michel mine 
oave-in, will be held in Natal vil¬ 
lage hall at 7:30 p.m. Thursday, 
February 25th. 

Funeral .service was conducted 
on Tuesday in Coleman. Fantin’s 
Hillside Chapel was in charge. 

Mr. Grabowski, who was born 
in Poland, April 20, 1924, came to 
Canada in 1947, settling in Ontario. 
One year later he moved to Ode- 
man where he worked in the In¬ 
ternational mine for a few years. 

For the last eight years he has 
been working in the mine at Mi¬ 
chel. 

Survivors include bis parents in 
Poland, and two cousins at Niag¬ 
ara Falls. 

The last underground fatality at 
Michel Collieries occurred Decem¬ 
ber 11, 1861. 


A former Coleman mayor, John 
Johnston, died in the Crows Nest 
Pass Municipal Hospital on Feb¬ 
ruary 10, 1965, after a lengthy 
illness. 

Mr. Johnston, age 88 years, was 
born in Crcsby Villa, Cumberland, 
England, on April 28, 1877. He 
came to Canada in 1904, settling in 
Coleman with his late wife Jane. 

The couple lived here until 1925 
when they moved to Vancouver, 
where Mr. Johnston operated a 
hotel until 1959, when he returned 
to Coleman bo reside. 

•Mr. Johnston was the original 
secretary of the Coleman Local 
of the UMWA, and he was also on 
the hospital board and was instru¬ 
mental in having the first hospital 
built here. He also took a leading 
part in having built the first opera 
house which was used as a com¬ 
munity hall and in which the first 
movies were shown. Travelling 
road shows also entertained in 
the hall. 

He was secretary of the hospital 
board until 1920 and during that 
same year was the mayor of Cole¬ 
man. He was a member of the 
Coleman Branch of the Senior Citi¬ 
zens organization, and was well 
respected and liked by the citi¬ 
zens of Coleman. 

He was predeceased by his wife 
Jane in May of 1963; his parents 
in England; one son, George, in 
Coleman in 1926, and another son, 
Richard in Los Angeles, California, 
in 1953. 

He is survived by three daught¬ 
ers, Mrs. W. S. (Polly) Purvis 
of Coleman, Mrs. T. (Sally) 'burn¬ 
er of Rapid City, Man., Mrs. W. 
(Irene) Adams of Toronto, Out.; 
three sons, Wiliam “Bill” Johns¬ 
ton of Lethbridge, John of Los An¬ 
geles, Calif., and James of Van¬ 
couver, B. C.; eight grandchildren 
and four great-grandchildren. 

Rev. Denis Powell of the Cole¬ 
man Anglican Church held services 
in Fantin’s Hillside Chapel on Sat¬ 
urday, February 13th, and inter¬ 
ment followed in the family plot 
in the Union cemetery. 

Fantin’s Hillside diapel was in 
charge.

Albert Kropinak, a Coleman resi¬ 
dent, who was nearby, with his 
station wagon, rushed the lad to 
the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital, where it was necessary 
to amputate both legs below the 
knees. 

Attending physician was Dr. 
Victor Martinez. The lad is in fair 
condition.

Why Farm Buildings Should Not Be Taxed 

It would be a sad mistake for the Mani¬ 
toba government to tax farm buildings as now 
being proposed. 

Farmers, to begin with, miss out on the 
$500.00 paid by the Federal government to 
those who build in the winter. Contractors, 
asked to build in farm country in winter, sud¬ 
denly are too busy. It is no fun for contract¬ 
ors and workmen to get snowed in. 

Second, the farmer gets no services, very 
little police protection, no water, no fire hyd¬ 
rant. Why should his buildings be taxed? 

Third, the expense of assessing and col¬ 
lecting a tax on farm buildings is scarcely 
worth the net income that would be received. 

Fourth, the tax would lead farmers to 
tear down homes and barns and go into town, 
simply mining grain from the land and aban¬ 
doning cattle, pigs and poultry, which require 
them to be present at all times. 

Politicians often dream up ways to win 
farm votes. Why suddenly start to tax his 
buildings, which have been free of such taxes 
from time immemorial? 

Voters will take careful note of Hansard. 
Any MLA in government or in opposition who 
votes to tax farm buildings will be promptly 
booted out of power. Not only by rural voters, 
for the consumer knows he will have to pay 
such taxes in the price of pork, poultry, eggs 
or beef. 

If governments would leave the farmer 
alone, he could survive. Fortunes have been 
wasted trying to help the farmer, when what 
is most required is that the farmer be left 
alone, and not saddled with continually ris- 
* »ng costs. * - * • 

City dwellers can group to fight bad as¬ 
sessments. The individual farmer, isolated, 
is at the assessor's mercy. Assessors are not 
overloaded with that particular quality!

Screen and projection equipment 
for 16mm small group viewing nor¬ 
mally comprises a 52”v70” screen, 
almost six feet wide, suitable for 
a maximum audience of 80 per¬ 
sons, which allows six square feet 
per person. 

This approximates an average 
meeting or classroom. A projector 
with a 2” lens at a distance of 30 
feet will provide an adequate pic¬ 
ture and a 750 watt lamp sufficient 


light in a semi-dark room having 

indirect lighting. 

In a room of this size sound 
volume and tone wiM be that of 
the normal speaking voice. The 
group will sit around and in front 
of, the projector. Choice viewing 
space is in the middle so to avoid 
a centre aisle, the machine should 
rest on a high stand to permit 
projecting above the audience. The 
extension speaker behind, beside 
or beneath the screen will address 
them head high. 

If a 2%” lens is used the pro¬ 
jector will stand well back at 35 


feet and, if a 3” lens it Will be 
entirely behind the group at 45 
feet, very probably in an adjacent 
projection room. The small moni¬ 
tor speaker in the projector case 
will then be invaluable to the op¬ 
erator. 

In the usual group situation with 
a 6 ft. screen and a 2” lens the 
projector is invariably Within the 
room. In this ease the monitor 
speaker can do the job if the film 
carries only commentary. But, if 
the film carries a dramatized pro¬ 
duction with actors, the monitor 
MUST NOT be used. Instead, he

tension speaker, head high by 
"the screen, will bring the voice 
from that expected point of origin. 

To repeat — in this contained 
situation the two speakers MUST 
NOT BE USED TOGETHER since 
the smaller monitor will mock the 
extension speaker and irritate the 
viewers. Moreover, the extension 
speaker MUST NEVER be oper¬ 
ated from the floor to provide a 
subterranean drama from the ne¬ 
ther regions. 

It is utter folly, in order to ac¬ 
commodate more persons, to move 
this small group equipment into a 
cavernous gym-auditorium, which 
is comparable to “asking a small 
boy to do a man’s work”. A bad 
show MUST result and, this is 
worse than no show at all. 

Such failure cannot be blamed 
on the film since film production 
today is in a very high order of 
excellence. It can always be blam¬ 
ed on the ignorance of the man¬ 
agement and the operator. The lat¬ 
ter, if he is at all knowledgeable 
in his field, will refuse to perform 


under these conditions, since, if 
he does, he not only discredits 
himself but worse, he discourages 
interest and destroys respect for 
this medium. 

Th only alternative is to pack 
them in and turn them away un¬ 
der proper ^ conditions, repeating,,, 
the show as often as necessary to 
accommodate them — if this is 
possible. . Regardless you wil have 
satisfied viewers and some with 
disappointed desire who wil be 
less tardy at your next offering. 

Disappoint them all and you lose 
most of them. They will not return 
to be victimized again, but will 
develop undeserved contempt for 
this fine service from those who 
abuse it in such thoughtless, slov¬ 
enly fashion. It is utterly defeat¬ 
ing to put on a bad show in this 
day of high quality product. Ex¬ 
cellence in presentation is manda¬ 
tory. A film deserves and must 
have the same respectful consid¬ 
eration as an invited personalty 
in any field of endeavor. 


The Family Service Bureau of 
Pincher Creek and Crows Nest Pass 


In September, 1964, Rev. P. B. O'Byrne, 
director of Catholic Family Service for the di¬ 
ocese of Calgary, was in Blairmore to address 
two meetings regarding the feasibility of set¬ 
ting up a non-denominational family service 
bureau in the Crows Nest Pass area. 


The first meeting, attended by 
the Catholic clergy from Pincher 
Creek, Cowley, Bellevue, Blair¬ 
more and Coleman, voted in favor 
of such an organization to serve 
the district. For the past five 
years assistance has been given 
by the Lethbridge branch of Ca¬ 
tholic Family Service on an inter¬ 
mittent basis, but it was felt that 
something of a more stable nature 
should be offered. 

The second meeting was attend¬ 
ed by lay representatives from 
Blairmore, Coleman, Frank, Belle¬ 
vue and Hillerest. It was the gen¬ 
eral feeling of the meeting that 
there was a decided need in the 
$pea for an organization to offer 
kelp in problems concerning fam¬ 
ily guidance, marriage counselling 
and child welfare. 

The Sisters of St. Martha had 
been asked to staff an office in 
Blairmore should the general feel¬ 
ing be that there should be one. 
The enthusiasm shown at these 
meetings was proof enough that 
these services are needed — thus 
on October 1, 1964, work began. 
Office space was not available at 
this time, but by November an of¬ 
fice located in the Kubik block in 
Blairmore was ready for use. Sis¬ 
ter Leo Agnes of St. Alphonsus 
Convent is in charge of this office. 

Catholic Family Service of Cal¬ 
gary provided the financial assist¬ 
ance that was needed until the 
end of the year. In the meantime 
some members of the board have 
been looking into the possibilities 
of financing the agency for the 
coming year. The agency’s official 
name is “The Family Service Bur¬ 
eau of Pincher Creek and Crows 
Nest Pass”, but it will be called 
by the shorter name of “Family 
Service Bureau”. 

In the short time that the agen¬ 
cy has been in operation several 
cases have been brought to our 
attention. Two were referred by 
the Calgary office of Catholic 
Family Service, one from Leth¬ 
bridge Catholic Family Service, 
two from the town office of Blair¬ 
more and several were self-refer¬ 
rals. We have had two requests 
for adoptions, but due to the pres¬ 
ent Child Welfare Act in Alberta, 
these requests had to be referred 
to the Department of Public Wel¬ 
fare. We have had several requests 
for help in finding capable women 
to take care of children while the 
mother is in hospital and have 
been able to be of some help. 

Clothing and household articles 
have been supplied to needy fam¬ 
ilies in the area. 

Our agency made families hap¬ 
py at Christmas time by provid¬ 
ing them with some assistance. 

The new “Family Service Bur¬ 
eau” in the Crows NeSt Pass has 
been favorably received by ibe 
members of the town councils and 



residents. 

Since it is a non-denominational 
organization anyone in the area 
may feel free to use the services 
offered, which are: 

Casework counselling to families 
and individuals, information and 
referral services. 

Much encouragement has been 
given by Mr. William Kovach, 
MLA, who sees in this service an 
effort to implement the thinking 
of the provincial government that 
local areas do as much as possible 
to handle their own welfare prob¬ 
lems with assistance where neces¬ 
sary from the province. 

Very Rev. P. A. Tessier has 
been, untiring in his efforts to make 
the organization known and under¬ 
stood. To this end he organized 
many meetings, both with the cler¬ 
gy and the laity.
